Or perheps they dont plen to buy thet aeter- 
iel for enother six months. anc by then you 
mey find the set-up entirely chenged. 


The first thing every eriter oses to hin- 
self is to sit down end figure cut just hos 
selaebdle is his ides. He cen sexe an honest, 
leck-of-experience misteke. He el] do thet. 
Sut to try to push @ syuere peg intoe round 
hole, when « few minutes study of the obvi- 
ous fectors souls show us our aisteke, is «6 
foolish wey of neeclessiy torturing our own 
bocy end soul. Thet is why lest month I seid 
writing for your own plessure slone, if you 
ish to be o selling eriter, is silly. Cne 
of our friends took issue with me. Sut | aa 
fully in sereement @#ith her thet good e#rit- 
ine must be done “for fun” end thet shether 
we ever set the world on fire or not, it is 
good to write to express ourselves. 


No one of us cen be ell-seeing or right « 
majority of times. Kipling wented to “*thros 
atsy” his greet “Recessionel”. all of us in 
our Gey heve hea en editor grebd on to some- 
thing we thought ees just “practice” stuff. 
We ought to do se lot of hobby writing. But 
my contention is still good, thet shen « aa 
is Deine sent to en editor, you cent be too 
cureful in enalyging the situation and tex- 
ing 81] the possible rejection fectors sway 
that you possibly cen. Much of our work has 
to ado with expleining these things to writ- 
ers, They say, "Oh, why dicn't | think of e 
simple thing like thet myself?" Well, ee're 
just as stupid when it comes to the insices 
of an automobile or some intricetely simple 
@lectricel] fitting. 


The first thing is to heave « definite anda 
consistently held line of interest. Shet is 
your story, erticle or poem sdout? | reed e 
story yesterdsy thet wes ebout whet « women 
eanted to do sehen the young husbend she lov- 
ed intensely, was cillead sudédeniy. But the 
story as it was told, eas mostiy sbout e#hat 
they 414 together ehile he «es still silive. 
in another story the suthor fell in lowel a 
minor character began to telxk some recy di- 
slowue, the “clever™ kind thet we all enjoy 
turning out by the yerd. Wheat happened? why 
the minor character took ower end the “line 
of interest” was momenterily forgotten. No 
editor sould heave seriously considered thet 
story, even though the euthor got beck even- 


enty-five cents 
tuslly «a her mein line. The euthor must e- 
ternslly exercises positive effort to seep on 
thet line, enc to keep besring down on thet 
mein line <f inverest. Don't leseve it, ever. 





The next fector is that matter of serious 
self-enelysis. The suthor must esk hiaself, 
ana 40 it repestediy, is my line of interest 
igportent? Will it sppeel to the resders tet 
1 heve in minc? am 1 eppesling to the right 
sudience? is there @ buying public for this 
theme? | reed « story yesterdey in shies um» 
der the surfece of « sense of bhusor you un- 
expecteciy discovered thet #1] three of the 
principe] cherecters sere ea shebdbdy lot. So, 
while the MC did expose the worst of the tric 
ena “seved” the heroine, eho hed pieced his 
up efter Going the seme with the other Dun, 
the theme, if teken litereliy, ees essenti- 
eliy iamorel. Few editors sould bite et it. 


it is possible in en iromic story to poxe 
fun at the estedlished orcer. The NEZ® YOR- 
SR mede » plece for itself by “pricking 
Seliocn of humbug”. The redio comedians con- 
tinuelly meke fun of things their sponsors, 
ena the networks teke seriously. They rely, 
of course, on the fect thet they're sppesi~ 
ing to their eudience@ sense of the ridicu- 
lous. But let them allow the little world of 
escepe to become real; let them stert pley- 
ing with their listeners’ elementel feers & 
matters thet sre “controvwersiei", end iame- 
distely they will be in hot weter, if their 
stepping is not very tactful snd tency. No 
amateur writer should try to handle e “hot” 
theme thet will offend his resders. its the 
pert of wisdom to keep within the so-celled 
conventions until you've learned how to step 
over thea without shocking your resécers. 


a third fector is the astter of plecing « 
reader in the right spot so thet he may en- 
joy the story most efficiently. 1 reeds gs. 
recently in which the euthor pleceé us such 
too close to the ection. Itueses if ee reis- 
ec our fingers less then three inches before 
our eyes, They «could sppeer gigentic, out of 
proportion to the beckground. 4 story-teli- 
er cen do the seme thing. in this story i's 
thinking of, @ slight incident ess blown up 
so thet it became guch too imsportent for it- 
self. The line of interest egein, but for a 
other reeson, was lost sight of. This probd- 
edly is why 6 reeder elesys experiences the 
feeling of let-down when » eriter gives his 
en enecdote in piace of @ story. 


Finelly, there is the fector of viewpoint. 
You cen tell « good story from the (¢remeti- 
celly spesking) “wrong* viewpoint ené quick- 
ly spoil it. aA warm, polgnently emotions] 4 
tender story | reed o few days sgo eas mere 
ec beceuse the suthor unintentionslly slipp 
ei into the objective, ommiscient, cemers's 
eye viewpoint insteed of the MC's subjective 
angle. A slip in @ pronoun exposed it.
